THINNING THE APPLl TREES 


Much 
of Alternate 
Bearing of 
Or­ 
chards Is Due to Overbearing— 
Plan for Improvement. 
O F F IC E AT T H E C O U R T H O U S E

One always feels sorry for the over­ 
loaded apple tree. 
W ith its branches 
breaking or bending to the ground 
under the weight of the surplus fruit 
it reminds you of a man trying to 
carry a load that is too heavy for 
his strength and stature. 
There is a 
strain upon the forces of the tree that 
will injure its future usefulness. 
Un­ 
doubtedly much of the alternate bear­ 
ing of orchards is due to overbearing 
one year, requiring the next year for 
the trees to recuperate. 
By pulling off a portion of the fruit 
early in tile season that remaining 
has a better opportunity of attaining 
good size, color and quality, the three 
characteristics 
demanded 
by 
the 
market. 
Obviously it is better to pro­ 
duce a few bushels of high-class ap­ 
ples that bring the highest price than 
to produce double or three times that 
amount of fruit that is small and in­ 
ferior and that cannot be sold except 
for cider making. 
The time to thin apples is after \Vhat 
is known as the “ June drop,” when 
the fruit injured by disease and in­ 
sects has fallen off. 
Then one can 
determine about how many apples 
should be left on tho tree to mature. 
It is not an easy task to thin fruit; 
one may have to go over the tree 
several times before the work is done 
properly. 
It looks like waste to pull 
off a lot of thrifty-looking young ap­ 
ples aud many people haven’t the 
courage to do it. 
Thin to one apple 
every six or eight inches as nearly as 
possible. 
Of course tho wormy and 
inferior specimens should be chosen 
first and only the best left. 
Those 
who are making apple growing a spe­ 
cialty consider this an important part 
of the season’s work.

BRIDGE GRAFTING IS NEEDED 


W here Considerable Damage Has Been 
Done by Rabbits Gnawing Bark, 
Grafting Is Required. 
Start Tomorrow 


aud Keep It Up 


Every Morning 


In response to a query as to what 
was best to do for young pear and ap­ 
ple trees damaged by rabbits gnawing 
the bark, Rural New Yorker makes 
the following reply: 
W here the trees have been eaten 
entirely around, so that the trunk is 
completely girdled, nothing can be 
done except to bridge graft the tree. 
This means using scions of small 
limbs to connect tho bark below' the 
wound with that above it. 
Thus the 
injured area is braced by a number 
of scions, one end iii the uninjured 
part shove and the other below’ the 
wound. 
This makes a connection be­ 
tween the live tissues. 
The sap is 
carried up through these scions. 
In 
time they unite like any other graft,

pamphlet just issued by the depart­ 
ment of agriculture tells how this is 
done. 
The illustration shows the de­ 
tails of bridge grafting, and will prob­ 
ably be understood without further 
description. After a little practice the 
operator w ill learn how to do this 
rapidly and effectively, and if the in­ 
jured trees are taken in time, they 
w’ould be saved so that they w ill grow 
profitably. 
Sometimes when there is 
an inch or so of living bark left, con­ 
necting the lower with the upper por­ 
tion, a tree w ill recover without the 
bridge grafting. 
In that case it is de­ 
sirable to cover the wounded surface 
with grafting wax or earth, and we 
wTould trim the top of the tree quite 
severely, so that the limited strip of 
bark can supply sufficient sap.

TO STRAIGHTEN YOUNG TREES 


Some Plan Should Be Adopted to Sup 
port Tree! Until They Have De­ 
veloped Root System. 


Certain varieties of fruit and shade 
trees arc? said never to bo straight of 
trunk at the time of being brought 
from the nursery; so, instead of be­ 
wailing 
the 
crookedness 
of 
trees, 
means should bo employed for straight­ 
ening them. 
But whether trees are crooked or 
not, some of the plans herewith pre­ 
sented should be employed for the pur­ 
pose of supporting young trees till 
they have developed a root system 
that will hold them up straight, says 
a writer in Successful Farming. 
Not 
only does this bracing hold the trees 
in proper form and position for rapid 
growth, but where the wind weaves 
the trees around, they quickly wear a 
large opening, at the point where they 
enter the ground, so that the action of 
the sun and wind have a most detri­ 
mental effect on the roots, drying them 
out and retarding normal development 
of the trees. 
Figure I shows a simple and cagily 
formed support for a young tree, or for 
Straightening one in case it leans or 
crooks,

nounced, it may prove necessary to at­ 
tach a second forked stick (as shown 
by the dotted line). This one should 
press against tho curved side of the 
tree; while the upper fork Vvould pull 
the top of tho tree over and straighten 
the trunk. 'Tho fork may be nailed 
or wired (oV both* securely to tho 
stake driven into the ground, and tied 
to the tree with a soft cord or rag- 
string. At the point where it comes in 
contact with the tree, it should be 
wrapped well with some kind of soft 
material to avoid rubbing the bajk. 
In Fig. 2 we have a method which, 
while requiring a little more time and 
labor than in Fig. I, is more substan­ 
tial and effective. Three strong stakes 
are driven in the ground near the tree. 
A hoop from a barrel is nailed secure­ 
ly to the stakes. 
A stiff stick is laid 
across this hoop and fastened firmly to 
a couple of the stakes with nails. At 
the point marked “X” in the illustra 
tion this stick is wrapped well with 
some old cloth or paper, and the tree 
tied securely to it. Another stick fas­ 
tened to the hoop crosswise to this 
one, and tied to the tree at “X,” would 
prove still more substantial. 
This device not only prevents the 
tree from weaving about when the 
wind blows, but it is a line arrange­ 
ment for straightening and keeping 
straight the young trees. 
Further, to 
furnish ample protection from rabbits, 
mice, etc., one has but to tack some 
fine poultry netting on to the stakes.

CONTROL GREEN PEACH APHIS 


Insect Attacks Leaves Early In Sea 
son—Spray Thoroughly With 
“Black Leaf 40." 


(B y C. P. GILLETTE. Colorado A g r i­ 
cultural College, Fort Collins. Colo.) 
The green aphis, which attacks the 
peach leaves early in the season, and 
which sometimes accumulates upon 
the young peaches in sufficient num­ 
bers to destroy them, spends the win­ 
ter in the egg stage upon the branches 
of the trees. 
The eggs hatch two or 
three weeks before the blossom buds 
open, so that the best time to control 
this insect is after the eggs hatch and 
before the buds open. 
This may be 
done by thoroughly spraying Hie trees 
with “Black Leaf 40,” one part in 
about seven or eight hundred parts of 
water, to which a pound of soap has 
been added for each .30 gallons. Kero­ 
sene emulsion or one of the miscible 
oils may be used in place of the 
“Black Leaf 40” and be equally as ef­ 
fectual.

Tho jand forests of the Punjab are 
spread over the arid, alluvial plains, 
wriiero, as a rule, the rainfall does not 
exceed tmi inches. 
The area covered 
is 3,500 square miles. It is chiefly re- 
Eugn:gblc owing to the length of its 
tap-root, specimens having been found 
with a tap-root as much as 84 feet iii 
length, 
descending 
vertically 
to

depth of 64 feet. This tap-root enables 
the tree to obtain its water from the 
permanent water supply In the subsoil. 
Doubtless at one time the jand lived 
in a region liable to floods, since it 
has been found that no natural regen­ 
eration occurs in the jand forests, 
though in irrigated or flooded districts 
the jand is reproduced readily from 
seed. 
It seems probable that the ex­ 
planation of the long tap-roots is due 
to the effort on the part of the tree to 
keep pace with the gradual lowering 
of the water table of the soil, result­ 
ing from the lowering of the river 
beds by erosion.

PRUNING IN SUMMER SEASON 


W ork Must Be Done After T e rm in a l 
Buds 
Have 
Set— Interlocking 
Branches Should Go. 


(B y W. C. E D M U N D SO N . Id a h o 
E x ­ 
p e r im e n t S ta tio n .) 
Nearly every fruit grower ha3 his 
own particular plan or ideal for shap­ 
ing his trees. 
The same type of tree 
is not grow’n by all orchardists, and 
should not be, since each typo is es­ 
pecially adapted for certain condi­ 
tions. 
Most orchard men practice winter 
pruning, as winter is the time to 
prune to shape tho tree. 
If heavy 
pruning is done it can be accom­ 
plished in the early spring or dor­ 
mant season with the least injury to 
the tree. 
Summer and winter prun­ 
ing have their particular advantages. 
I wish to take up one point in con­ 
nection with summer pruning and that 
is the pruning of bearing trees for in­ 
creased color. 
In some fruit growing sections the 
apples do not take on sufiicient color 
to make extra fancy fruit. 
We have 
found that under such conditions by 
practicing summer pruning we can in­ 
crease tho color from 20 to 40 per 
cent. 
Summer pruning cannot be done any 
time the grower happens to have time 
to do the work, but must be done at a 
definite time. 
That time is after the 
terminal buds have set. 
At this time the trees have stopped 
growth for the season and the wood 
begins to ripen up for winter. 
If 
pruned earlier the trees will send out 
a new growth after forming a rosette 
at each cut, and this late growth will 
often winter kill. 
Summer pruning should not remove 
the heavy branches but should take 
out the interlocking branches and 
about one-half the present season’s 
growth. 
This opens up the tree and 
admits the sunlight at the ripening 
period.

Most farmers grow some crops be­ 
tween the trees for a few’ years at 
least. 
Potatoes, beans, cabbage and 
corn are used extensively. 
The tree 
rows are kept thoroughly cultivated. 
It is not uncommon to see a hay crop 
between the rows, but it is an unusual 
sight to see a young orchard planted 
and kept for any’ time w ithin the sod. 
A good many of the more progres­ 
sive truit men, wrho have kept rec­ 
ords of expenses and sales on these 
various crops iiiterplanted, have come 
to doubt the advisability of growing 
field crops in an orchard, and unless 
it is necessary for financial reasons, 
a considerable number are giving up 
the practice and simply keep all the 
soil between the rows thoroughly cul­ 
tivated except while cover crops are 
gro wring.

CLEANLINESS OF THE CHURM 


Rinsing Out With Warm Water Will 
Remove Any Particles of Butter- 
milk Remaining in Wood. 


After the butter is taken from tha 
churn, the latter should be rinsed out 
with warm water, and the rinsing fob 
lowed by a thorough washing with. 
very hot water. The rinsing out with 
warm water will remove any butter­ 
milk which may remain in the pores of 
the wood. The hot water w ill remove 
any fat which may be left in the 
churn. 
It is never well to use soap powders 
on the interior of the churn, but the 
occasional use of a small amount of 
dairy w ashing powder or lime water is 
beneficial. 
To keep the churn sweet 
and free from odors and taints a small 
handful of lime placed in some water 
in the churn or in the last rinsing of 
the churn is very effective. It is very 
essential in good butter making to see 
that all apparatus used is absolutely 
clean and free from undesirable odors 
and taints, as these are quickly ab 
sorbed by the butter. 


PROPER LOCATION FOR SILO 


Huge Receptacles Should Be Placed as 
Near Animals to Be Fed as Pos­ 
sible to Save Labor. 


Silos should be located close to the 
animals to be fed from them, accord­ 
ing to the Oregon agricultural college 
plans. 
They should not be inside the bara 
since they take up a good deal of 
room and may give off offensive odors 
that wrill taint the milk. 
They would also be inconvenient to 
fill, and silos should be where they 
may most readily be refilled. 
It requires about a quarter of a ton 
of ensilage daily to feed twelve cows 
each forty pounds a day, so that the 
silage should not have to be moved 
any farther than is necessary.

CONSTRUCTION OF PIT SILOS 


Builders Must Be Careful About Pla* 
tering— Good Sand Is of Ut­ 
most Importance. 


Builders of pit silos should be care* 
fill about the cement plastering. Make 
the plaster of one part good sand and 
2 Vt parts Portland cement, in two 
coats, each about three-quarters of an 
inch thick. 
Let the first set slightly before put­ 
ting on the second. Keep it wet for a 
week. 
If the earth walls are dry to 
plaster on, wet them before plastering 
Keep the plaster shaded for sevo 
days.

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HOW TO CONf ROL BLACK ROT 


Spraying With Bordeaux Mixtures Is 
Perhaps One of Most Reliable 
Means of Checking. 


(B y 
JO H N 
H.

Black rot of grapes is by no means 
a new' trouble, as it is very general in 
all of the sections where the grape is 
grown. 
Black rot first shows itself 
upon th e'berries and leaves. Usually 
the berries are most seriously affected 
and the disease manifests itself upon 
the latter by small, clear-cut, brown 
spots. 
These spots gradually enlarge 
until all of the berries on the stem 
are affected. 
It is a noticeable fact 
that the diseased berries do not shed, 
but continue to cling to the vine long 
after the grape season is past. 
It is 
needless to say that this serves as a 
means whereby the disease is carried 
over from one season to another. 
Spraying with bordeaux mixture is 
perhaps one of the most reliable 
means of control. Where the trouble 
is know'ii to exist the vines should be 
thoroughly sprayed in the spring, just 
as the buds are swelling. 
This ap­ 
plication should be repeated several 
times during the summer. 
The num­ 
ber of applications wili depend some­ 
what on the nature of the season, lf 
the season happens to be dry, a fewer 
number of applications will be needed 
than if the season is wrarm and moist. 
Bordeaux mixture for this purpose 
may be prepared as follows: Dissolve 
four pounds of copper sulphate (blue 
stone) and four pounds of stone lime 
separately in 25 gallons of water. Then 
pour the two together into a 50-gallon 
barrel and stir thoroughly. 
The best 
way to dissolve the copper sulphate 
is to suspend it in a cloth bag in wa­ 
ter over night. Care should be taken 
not to let it come in contact with any 
metal. 
Pumps should bo brass-lined 
where bordeaux is to be used.

Magnet Put to Good Use. 
It is not an infrequent occurrence 
for steel and iron workers to get bits 
of metal in their eyes or hands.
